EXPLANATION OF RELEVANCE 3 

The above references were cited in a Search Report rendered by the 
European Patent Office during examination of the European application 
corresponding to the present United States application. 

All these references disclose various structures and techniques for controlling 
heating in a thermal printhead, however, none of these references discloses or 
suggests the use of a sensor connected to the drive unit for measurement of ambient 
temperature, and a control unit which determines warm-up data for a fast start 
dependent on the measured ambient temperature and dependent on stored data 
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representing at least one predetermined condition, as disclosed and claimed in the 
present application.
